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In response to applicant's arguments (on pages 1-3) with regard to the claims 1-17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) that the 
combination of the references would not function technologically as the combination of Terajima into Utsunomiya would destroy the 
operation of Utsunomiya, because Utsunomiya requires the external memory to be present with various kinds of information that are 
needed for Utsunomiya's system to operate, where as Terajima suggest the operation of the system without the external memory; 
applicant's arguments have fully been considered, but are not found to be persuasive. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees, to further clarify the examiner's positions with regard to the examiner's reliance on the references, 
Utsunomiya teaches a printing apparatus that stores print data in an external memory, wherein said external memory include various kind 
of data needed for system operation. Terajima teaches sensing whether or not an external memory is connected, wherein when the 
external memory is connected, data is stored and printed from the external memory. The resulting combination of the references further 
teaches, the printing apparatus having the first external memory that stores data including various kind of data needed for system operation 
and the second external memory that stores the print data when the second external memory is sensed to be connected. 

In responding to all applicant's arguments, the examienr will maintain his position and the current rejection of record. 
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
